Agricultural ministers of the nine 
Common Market nations entered the 
second day of a two-day meeting 
still deadlocked on the issue. For- 
eign ministers began a meeting at 
the same time and it was considered 
possible there might be a joint ses- 
sion later.

Volunteers will receive flats from 
the Jewish Agency at nominal ren- 
tals and, where necessary. pocket 
money will be provided, up to IL300 a 
month, for such things as travel to 
‘visit children and grandchildren. 
“I think that organizations like 
National Insurance should set up 
similar programmes. It is no leas im- 
portant than the economic security 
of the retired person. Some of us

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Abuse of strike weapon 


A SINGLE man with a grievance about anticipated wrongs — 
the possible impact of the Ben-Shahar tax reforms on seamen's 
pay rates, and the extension of wage agreements by another 
six months — has been able to call a strike in the merchant 


navy. 
On rational grounds it is difficult, if not impossible, to explain 
the conduct of one of the secretaries of the ratings section 
of the federative Seamen's Union, who by virtue of his position 
ean paralyse one of the nation’s essential services and an 
economic ise in which hundreds of millions of dollars 


They are in turn answerable to the body ‘that appointa them, 
namely the General Council’ of the Seamen’s Union which 
consists of the elected delegates of all seamen. 

The Council is scheduled to meet next Wednesday. On its 
agenda are the issues that usually occupy trade unions: con- 
ditions of service, rates of pay, and whatever subject the rank 
and file of the seamen want their delegates to have debated 


by the Council. on i 
Wheat could be more rational, and more democratic, 


. thet his act violates the union’s own 
triumvirate, and preempts the council’s right to decide 
issues vital to the seafaring community, but the ease with 
which one man, or a few men, can halt such an essential 
service. They have been able to do so wi 
men they lead, without regard for the 

‘tthe country, and without fear that they will. be held 
nally responsible for their action. 

The seamen are not an underprivileged group. According to 
a study by the Shipping Research Institu 
terms of employment are comparable to 
European merchant navies. If one man can at will act 
his union colleagues, against the Histadrut, against the Labour 
‘Party and against the Ben-Shahar committee, and is allowed 
to paralyse an essential service like the merchant navy, some- 
thing must be very wrong with our labour laws. ἢ

WASHINGTON (AP) — Russia is 

moving qitetly to establish close 

military and economic tes with 
Mozambique, which became in- 
dependent yesterday, U.S. 1π- 
telligence sources report. 

Analysts suggest the Russians 
may be trying to lay the groundwork 
for possible future use of a Mozam- 
bique port by Soviet naval units in 
cov oil tanker routes vital to the 
United States and Western Europe. 

The Soviets have already 
developed major!facilities in 
Somalia for support of Russia's 

- naval squadron patrolling the Indian 
Ocean and the approaches to the oil- 
Producing Persian Gulf area, ac- 


tanker lanes. 

“Alt the Suez Canal has been 
reopened, it is too shallow for today's 
supertankers. Thus, giant oil tankers 
raust stil travel through the Indian 
Ocean and around Africa going to 
and from the Persian Guif. 

A high-level Soviet delegation 
visited Mozambique for 10 days last 
month to discuss development of the 
country’s main port at Lourenco 
Marques, the U.S. ‘sources safd.
